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REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  1951. 

There  is  still  a considerable  amount  of  uncomfortable  over- 
crowding though  most  cases  do  not  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
present  standards  of  "legal'’  overcrowding  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
housing  shortage  may  be  overcome  in  time. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  death  rate  by  2.79  per  1000  and  a 
decrease  in  the  birth  rate  by  3.14  per  1000. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  cases  is  257  as  against 
453  in  1950. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  49.7  is  higher  than  last  year. 

The  attendance  at  immunisation  clinics  has  been  well  main- 
tained and  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  and  most  of  the 
cases  of  whooping  cough  were  in  children  not  protected  by  immunisa- 
tion for  that  disease. 

Attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  clinics  have 
also  been  well  maintained. 
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I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department,  and  to  the  Officials  in  the  other  Departments, 
and  to  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  area,  for  the  co-operation 
and  generous  help  given  at  all  times.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Section  C. 

1.— Water. 

The  District  is  supplied  from  the  Council’s  deep  wells  situated 
near  Norman’s  Hollow.  This  supply  is  augmented  by  purchasing  a 
limited  amount  from  the  Sutton-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council. 
During  the  year  206,290,000  gallons  were  supplied  from  our  own 
pumping  station,  13,022,000  gallons  were  purchased  from  Sutton- 
in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council  and  4,025,000  gallons  were 
purchased  from  the  National  Coal  Board.  Other  sources  of  water 
supply  to  houses  in  the  District  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  1 he  National  Coal  Board  supply  about  381  of  their  own 
houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  Kirkby 
Colliery. 

2.  The  Meden  Valley  Water  Board  supply  24  cottages  in  the 
Pinxton  side  of  the  District. 

3.  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department  supply  42 
houses  in  the  Selston  end  of  the  District. 

Apart  from  seven  isolated  cottages,  every  house  in  the  District 
has  a piped  supply. 

Repeated  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  were  carried 
out  of  the  Council’s  water  supply  and  the  results  showed  that  the 
water  was  satisfactory  both  in  its  chemical  and  bacterial  quality.

Housing  Act,  1936. — Overcrowding. 

Owing  to  the  lapse  of  time  since  the  last  overcrowding  survey 
and  to  the  unsettled  state  of  the  housing  programme,  it  is  impossible 
to  give  a definite  estimation  of  the  amount  of  overcrowding  in  the 
District. 

During  the  year  5 complaints  were  received  in  the  Department. 
These  complaints  were  investigated  and  where  the  premises  were 
legally  overcrowded  when  calculated  in  accordance  with  the  5th 
Schedule  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  the  cases  were  reported  to  the 
Council  and  where  possible,  alternative  accommodation  was 
provided.

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Report  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1951. 


I have  the 'honour  to  present  this,  my  second  Annual  Report. 

The  most  important  event  concerning  the  work  of  this  Depart- 
ment was  undoubtedly  the  Clean  Food  Exhibition  held  in  the 
Festival  Hall  from  the  1 st — -5th  October.  This  Exhibition  attracted 
all  types  of  people  from  Kirkby  and  from  the  surrounding  district. 
Special  sessions  were  held  for  the  schools  and  all  the  children  except 
infants  visited  the  Exhibition  during  the  week.  It  was  interesting 
to  note  the  reaction  by  many  food  shops  and  the  standard  of  food 
handling  went  up  immediately  after  the  Exhibition. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  collection  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  became  part  of  the  normal  frame-work  of 
the  Department.  Most  of  the  teething  troubles  were  overcome 
and  the  output  and  efficiency  of  the  men  increased.  It  has 
definitely  increased  the  interest  of  the  men  in  their  job  and  caused 
them  to  work  together  as  one  team. 

Housing 

Housing  repair  work  was  not  restricted  to  any  great  extent  by 
shortages  and  on  the  whole  work  was  carried  out  quickly.  177 
houses  were  repaired  during  the  year  as  compared  with  224  during 
the  previous  year. 

During  the  year,  191  statutory  notices  were  served. 

Drainage  and  Sanitary  Work. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  include  the  sanitary  supervision 
of  these  works,  the  investigation  of  complaints  relating  to  them, 
and  the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old  drainage.  During 
the  year  192  new  drains  were  tested  before  being  filled  in. 

803  Complaints  were  received  relating  to  blocked  drains. 
These  were  dealt  with  immediately  by  a Council  employee  as  part 
of  the  Health  Service. 
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66  Drains  were  repaired  or  reconstructed  following  examina- 
tions as  a result  of  complaint  or  for  other  reasons. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

An  Inspector  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  supervise 
the  purity  of  rivers  and  streams. 

No  complaint  was  received  during  the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  closet  accommodation  of  the  district  at  the  end  of  the

Smoke  Abatement. 

The  amount  of  smoke  emitted  from  collieries  showed  a decrease, 
but  was  still  a serious  problem,  but  one  that  should  be  solved  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  National  Coal  Board.  Unfortunately  a 
rather  serious  fire  broke  out  on  one  of  the  colliery  spoil  banks  and 
quickly  got  out  of  control  and  caused  considerable  annoyance  to 
the  nearby  inhabitants. 

Die  smoke  nuisance  due  to  railway  locomotives  increased, 
affecting  a fairly  large  part  of  the  built-up  area  of  the  Urban 
District.  This  nuisance  was  still  considerable  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  was  increasing  with  no  solution  in  sight.  Readings  from 
the  one  deposit  and  two  lead  peroxide  gauges  were  still  taken  and 
sent  monthly  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research. 

Disinfestation. 

57  Houses  were  disinfested,  the  majority  of  these  disinfestations 
being  the  extermination  of  cockroaches,  etc. 

Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations. 

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  administering  the 
Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations.  During  the  year,  23  licences 
were  granted  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  the  income 
derived  therefrom  was  £\A  15s.  Cd. 


Notices  and  Proceedings. 

During  the  year  there  were  313  preliminary  notices  and  191 
statutory  notices  issued,  of  which  309  were  complied  with,  the 
remainder  being  carried  forward  to  1952.
